Finally becoming enraged, the man 
struck Hie perverse animal a blow 
behind the ear which stretched it 
on the ground dead.

ing the harness, Beaupre picked tile 
dead horse up. tossed it to one side 
I of the trail and went on, pulling the 
| sledge himself. 
Although possessing such terrible 
I strength Beaupre w as not a giant 
| in stature. 
H e w as less than six 
; feet tall, but he was broad-chested 
| and stocky. 
Second only to hts ! 
I physical strength was his prowess j 
as an eater and he would have been } 
fam ous for his appetite if for noth­ 
ing el«p. 
Beaupre was especially fond of 
apples and he could eat an entire 
box at one sitting and til ink noth­ 
ing of it. 
Once he was challenged 
to a one-day eating contest by an 
other man who w as champion eater 
in his part 'o f the country. 
The 
challenger, 
after 
consuming 
37 ! 
pounds of meat, decided he had { 
eaten enough to win. 
Then Joe started. 
He downed 53 | 
pounds of buffalo meat, a six-pound j 
piece of pork, some lard and two j 
loaves of bread. 
Then to top it off 
he nibbled a large raw turnip for 
dessert.

It Is pretty definitely settled ilia; 
the Chinese were tile first to make 
use of the token idea In metal coins 
for .Hie convenient interchange of 
commodities. 
When first working 
with metal money they 
tried 
t«> 
shape the metal to Indicate what 
one could buy with it. 
For 
ex­ 
ample, some of the early coin mon 
ey was shaped like a human body. 
It w as given this shape to indi­ 
cate that It would 
buy clothing. 
Another shape was that of a mod 
eon razor— not a safety—which in­ 
dicated that the coin would buy a 
weapon. 
A third shape was that 
of a spade. 
'Ihe Chinese did not have coin 
shapes of sufficient variety to in­ 
dicate everything in 
which 
they 
traded. 
They had a 
few 
shapes 
only, and Hie theory is that these 
would cover all the different arti­ 
cles one might wish to buy. 
For 
example, the body-shaped 
money 
would cover everything pertaining 
to clothing and shelter; the razor-1 
shaped would cover all weapons, j 
implements and tools 
which men | 
use, and so on. 
The brass “cash” 
(round coin with a square hole in 
the middle), which has been used, 
for 4,000 years or more, is still the 
common money in the interior of I 
China.
